1 III slilold wa-i clearly iisiduss, but the 
h -i'g.HB uiigbt do to strike the mii- 
tieo.lrH. Til ■ ma'c wa< nbotil lo tal:e 
lliein down, ln<t just lhaii'lhu Oiplnin 
rocjllecled somothin:: lioitor. lie 
opeiiud bis looker and look oiil.a ril!e 
and a brace ol nivnlvers. Wiion Ihny 
w. ie i :\ i fiil y loaded the two ufllcers

.scn's iiarlof tlio mutiny had l.cen qiuat 
and llie Cnplaln told bim lie uiiglit live 
if he would go to work. A iittlo later 
the l apln u diaoovorod Ibo mui-Jer ol 
Ilin sun, and regretted bli clemency, but 
ho kept bis word 

Kor luur days tlie Captnin and mate 
worked the vc-isol, with Joiiaiissou nt 
111.' wli.'i'l. Their u ouniU caused ibeui 
excriieialini; pidii, and even constant 
nbluUniis with salt water could not ward 
oil' the a;rgraTating cireia ol a hotoli- 
mnle. On ti e aflerii 011 of the f.MUtli 
day tlio Hptniii li:i I iiKuli: up Id* iniii I 
wliitllodo, and he told thu male about 
it, who agreed n itb bim. Their wumuU 
wore gelUng worse, and tlicy might be 
helpless at auy lime, in wliicli eiwoJo- 
b:iinsen would t'Clra. liieiti :;nd let out 
-he men in thu liold, who would pilch 
ij.ein uverbonixL In nnv uvont, should 
the lin:i wonlhor ''ooaw, they were not 
1 :il>alile of niana^finj; llio ship a'one. 
I'liey iiui!it have lie!]), and that without 
pulling tlicmeelves at tbo luoruy of their 
inou. 

Tbo Captain and mate wont lorward, 

pulled oil Ibo hatch, and ordeie;! the 
men to coiuo up and submit. Tlicuo 
wa- no answer. The Captain eniptiuit 
a revolver at nndom Into the hold and 
ri'|ient«d the order. This was followod 
awlu<|iere l eonversatioii. The men 
wi re e\liau^li ii 11 lour diiy.-.' fa.-,li»''. 
l!l:^ilUl it was unplonsant to be .shut utm 
the dark, and (hoy taiide np their 
luiiids to submit. ' The Captain or- 
derml them np ouo at a time, and the 
luato stood ready to enfuix'o the order. 
Tlie onriioulcr was the first to npi ear. 
Alter all had laid down their knives and 
axus. thuy were onlorod to stand In 
line. The Captain lonkod at them 
sicriily, and thou t:ikiiig carefiii aim 
Willi h's revolver, shot iliu carpenter 
turiiugh the heait The mau droppod 
like a log, and tlvo others stood 11 
speeobless tor or, while Johansson 
Ihiuiliod his stai-s at tlie helm. Cuptsin 
KnstiMiii wailed a moiuoni, nnl then 
lif e ■ liis revohcr a:;:iin. 'i'liis time il 
\va.s the a "aiuau Tot«ii',s turn, and bo 
dropped dead berido lite ca pcnter. 
The last two, who had been tbo tools of 
th'' dead m -n, wete nearly dead with 
fright, but they were noeded to work 

th 8bi|i. 

•'I'hiow thoee bodioi overboard," 
thu Captain said, "got something to eat, 
and go to work." 

They gladly obeyed, and heaved the 
two oorpsos into the sea, and then 
united witfi Jobanwen in faithful obedi- 
ence. 

A few days later tlio Captain loll in 
with a Norwegian bark, whoso Captain 
lent him two men. Thoir presence en- 
abled the wounded offleen to take 
much noeded rest, and the vessel soon 
arrived safely at Brisbane. The mato 
wa% taken to a hospital, and when last 
hoard ol, was still thoro. The Cajitaiu, 
thanks to his wonderful coustltiition, 
recovered rapidly, and was able to pro- 
ceed on his voyage with a new orew. 

He nomplaiued bitterly yesterday ol 
his treatment at Jamaica, where tbo 
authorities seemed most onxloua to " Oj 
him, and allowed the mutineer* » '({o 
Iroo after two months' imprisonment, 
although thoy ooufessod their guilt. To- 
ton, thcv said, was thoir loader; be un- 
derstood navigation, and had joineil 
llie ship at Boston in July, 1883, with 
the mutiny already planned.— A. 1'.

Lot a mie be here laid down which 
ought never, nnder any elienmttances, 
bo dopar'fld Irom. Never lUton to oao 
who proposes to •»!! you something a 
Iriend bos said to your prejudice, your 
plodgin; vounelf never to speak to 
vour frieon 0= the matter. Hero you 
nave come across tho basest and most 
cowardly ol all buckl itor* and miicbiot- 
mtkers, tikenise the vulgarest. Ifour 
course here is plain. Say to tLe coward- 
ly tale-bearer; "I warn you that II you 
say one word i shall go straight and tell 
my Iriend that you lotd me iliis store 
and ask il it is true." Dr. Chilmcrs' 
mother always mot any bit of ipiteful 
tatde with words to this eB^ct It was 
pleasing to see hoiv th niischief-m.iker 
onstocoa to b:i"k out of the story.

first, shown aga'nst the afternei.n sun, 
iiko a real shower ol rain, only a rais 
Irom a cloar sky, but which quickly 
proved to be a shower of dust, so tine, 
that unless it chanced to be seon against 
the sun it was invisible. Mr. Proctor, 
the astronomer, holds this unseen 
falling meteoric dust to have 
been an appreciab'o, in.ieod an im- 
portant, factor involved in tho problem 
of the alleged growtii of the .bulk ol 
our planet, and has actually tried tu 
compute somothing of tho rate and ex- 
tent of that supposed increase. How- 
ever that may be, our globe certainly 
does capture au enormous number ol 
little lorei^n bodies. One or more can 
be seen silently streaming across the 
sky on almost uoy clear, calm night; 
sometimes a number ol them— their 
soemlDg course across tho sky, inste.ad 
ol plunging straight down, being mere- 
ly au optical efl'cot, due to tho angle at 
which tho appearance is seen. Theso 
meteors, entering tho earth's atmos- 
phere, and plunging with moro ami 
more velocity as they get nearer tho sur- 
face, are heated to a white lueil (and 
thnt made Inminout and visible) by the 
tnoreatad friction caused by their In- 
creased ipeed and the increasing deuil- 
ty of the air. Most of them appear lit- 
erally "burnt up," but some, usually 
the larger onos, hold out against their 
own conflagration till they burst with a 
great explosion, or plunge intact (but 
red-hot) into the ground— or the sea 
Without giving crodeneo to the Western 
story, a few years ago, ol a man being 
killed by one of these meteors, thoro h 
still some small degree of likelihood 
that such athing might happeni^i^mnoh 
U's.,er chance than the d»agn of b^nf 
struck by lightning. 

The August train ol meteors is eom- 
pnted to be 90,0(X),(X)0 miles long— or 
about as long at the dutaacejfrom tho 
earth to the tun. Othen an of un- 
known length. 

Where do they orlginateF ' 

The question Ik isaslly asked. Tho 
nnsster, while it Is one about which we 
feci but 111 tie doubt, goemt to be not 
susceptible of being sustained by actual 

Erool. These metourio bodies appear to 
0 not exactly like any of our ro-iks.

To I eLjin. and in order to fainiliariite 
tho reader witli tho surrouudings and 
conditions of life ot tho people under 
description, l<.t us picture a typical 
Thibetan house. 

The outside walls aro generally ol 
ttone, set in very Inferior kind of jior- 
tar, but pftener in a bedding of puddled 
nnd. Whan olay it avaiUble the build- 
en much prefer to have only the 
foundations of stone and tho walli 
above-ground of weil-prepai«d clay, 
which Tatter tliey build up between 
plank molds. These aru removed at 
each layer is finished, and than raited 
to out OS molds for tho noxt layer. 

Tho bousos have two stories, and Ire- 

auently there Is ashed along one tide of 
le roof,"In whioh the Inhabitants work 
when the tun it opproitlve. A great 
part of their work is done on the Hat 
roof, such st thrathing grain, etc. The 

ground -floor is dovoled to the cattle— 
orses and pigs, otc. Tho fowls usual- 
ly roost with the family on tiio first 
floor. Tho conitructlon of the door of 
tho upper story it sufBciently curlont. 
Its msin supports aro oi-oss-be:\m5; on 
those smaller beams are plae -.l at riglit 
angles, on which are laid slabs ot wood; 
on these again are laid small twigs like 
broom, and then a coating of mud plas- 
ter is spread, on which the nianks are 
linally phioed. A hole is left in this 
floor for their primitive ladder (a piece 
of wood with notches cut in It), up 
through which hole iisoeud all the 
etlluvia from the initnals heloiv! 

There is only one door for the wholo 
bouse. In front of this door tliero it 
generally a ooort-yard turrouttdad .bV 
walls. All the mannra and ntnsa it al- 
lowed to remain in sifii under the house, 
and in the court, all the ye-ai through, 
till shortly before the season for manur- 
ing tho fields, when it it all ooljeoted 
into a big heap and left to ferment (here 
from a wrlnight to three weeks, after 
which it is spread over the laud. 

'The lari;er hpusos have one or moro 
wingt and a veranda. The floor form- 
log the roof It made in the same way as 
the other, only there is an addition ot 
oow-dung to tbo mud instead nt planks, 
and the plaster thus made is beaten for 
days with stlolcs to mako it amaioia- 
mate, as in India. All cracks, as the 
plaster dries, are cavofiilly tilled up 
with Iresh plaster till the whole is a 
good solid roof and floor combined, and 
very well adapted lor thrashing.—

Jot 
fronts aro still favored and a pretty cap- 
rice is to eombiao lead and jot beads 
together in tho ombroidory. Some of 
these fronts are hand made, bnt the less 
expensive aro dono by machinery. A 
very stylish ornamentation for street or 
carriage costume is the hussar loops. 
Large? twisted cords are also formed 
into armhole and iboulder ornaments, 
falling in long, graduated loops down 
the back of the costume. For princess 
ovcrdres-sos in plain oloth this is tho 
onlv trimming required. Marabout 
leather and clipped ostrich tcalher trim- 
mings ai'o mucn favored for short doi- 
mon wraps. They always make a gar- 
ment look stylish, and are a favorite go 
between in place of fur or fringe. The 
ibadnd browns are spooially attraetive, 
aud i'XCuedlnely elegant and ddtirable 
it tho chtuohllla effect, whidi it blaek 
shaded Into white.

The City Council at its regular 
inoulhly meetiug Tuesday passed 
ail ordinance aboltahlng the inapino 
priate name* Of the cross Btrccts ami 
substiluling numbers. Several plans 
were discufscd, one of lliem being to 
inako Uus.sellville street Central 
Avenue, as it divides the voting ur 
iiicts. This was advocated bylwo 
of the Couuciimen, but tiie other 
live preferred to let llussellvillo be 
placed upon an eipial footing witli 
the oilier slnels, and take its num- 
ber in regular order. Upon motion 
of Councilman lirowuell the plan 
proposed in our issue of Oct. 90 was 
adopted and the streets numbered an 
follows : 

The street immediately south of 
the stone bridge ou Morlh Main, now 
known as Last street, to be changed 
lo First street, Jackson street to 
second. Burgess street to Third, 
bioad street to Fourth, Market street 
to Fifth, Courtstrect lo hii.xth. Prince 
Ion, Bridge and Russellvillo slicels 
lo Sevenlli, Spring street lo Eighth, 
Nashville street to Ninth, Buttermilk 
street to Tenth, Hickory street to 
Eleventh, William street to Tweiftli 
Adams street to Tliirteeuth, South 
street to Fourteenth, College and 
Canton streets to Fifleenlli, Maple 
street to Si.Meenth, Hawkins and 
Bryant streets to bovoutcenlh. Pal- 
myra and Hopper streets to Eigh- 
teenth and Trice street to Nineteenth 
The motion was that all the streets 
to the southern boundary of the city 
should be numbered. Seventh street 
is to be the dividing line between 
80ul.\i and north Main, Virginia, 
etc. Clarksville stroet was also 
changed to Walnut and Greenville 
to Vine street.

He then turned upon fitber in the 
tame'manner and wiib tbt aame knife 
In hand and told bim if be patted 
there (ieuoxt nioruiug be would cut 
Ilia head off. So the next morning To- 
rlan told niy father tliat he waa afraid 
of Adcock and waa going home, but 
W^ould atay and run the plow if lie 
would go to Caledonia and get IiIn 
pistol iiiid tell me to come.

Soon I 
aaw a liarc in tlie briars, I thonglit to 
kill it and raising my eyes to see my 
gun, 1 saw Adcock in the oppotitu 
direction 40 or fiO yai-da ofl'. Thinke I, 
I'll kill the rabbit and scare Adcock 
too and let him know I ilon't 
fear him. By the time 1 fired 
I think he mutt have been 76 or 80 
yardi oil; as be waa riding flttt.

Kesolatioiii were adoptetl favoring 
National and for common schools, 
asking increased privileges in the 
matter of edaoatioii, also the enforce' 
ment of laws agaiqst discrimiDation 
against colored men on trains, and 
dcmandlog authority to organize 
negro military compaiiioa.
